In the, 60 years that have passed since
the digcovery of the firat synthétle dye-
sl In Englind, Germany has gradially
maode herself the home of this industry,
and hns been able to spend great sums
of money on s development, and to sell
when nesded nt prices to throttle compe-
tition.

Hefore the war the few Amerienn
manufacturers made their dyes from inter-
mediates  which they Imported chiefly
from Germnny, using only a few chem-
lends mmnufactured in this country, As
soon as they saw that these imports
would be Imbossible to obtain, plans were
nt onee started to manufacture some of
them, and today there are more than 17
firms manufacturing  aniline oll, which
hestdes being an intermedinte for many
colors, i8 also used in Iarge quantities for
dyeing black on cotton—the color heing
extremely fast to light and washing,

To establish this Industry with all its
branches, leaving no loophole through
which the foreigners «an again obtain
control of our market. means time and
money. Today, raw materials =uch as
aclds, bengol nand toluol are being used
for the manufacture of war materials nnd
are pelling at prices never befora henrd
of, Tha cost of apparatus s very high,
and even at the prices now obtained for
it, 1t {8 very hard to get.

These nre some of tha things the manu-
facturer starting todny has to contend
with, ‘Then again, there are no standard
designs for apparatus or plants, and fow
chemlsts have sufflcient practical knowl.
edge of operation to instruct the englneern
in drawing up their plans, This Is not
thelr fault.  “The opportunity has just sud-
denly developed, and they will rise to
the occasjion.

Coal tar products and ayes can be made
hera of qunlity equal to any that are im.
ported, but It will take time and money
and a working together of the Industries
Interestad to build up on the foundation
alrendy iald n dyestuff industry of na-
tionnl importance.
